When rats are known to hide and 
nest in large numbers in piles of lum­ 
ber, 
sacked 
grain, 
hay 
or straw 
stacks, corn shocks, trash 
piles, and 
the like, an excellent means of 
de­ 
stroying them is to enclose such plac­ 
es with a portable 
rat-proof 
fence, 
throw out the straw, lumber or oth­ 
er material, and kill the rats 
with 
clubs or by the aid of dogs. Rat hunts 
are often organized in rural commun­ 
ities or rat-killing contests 
between 
rival teams, organizations, 
or com­ 
munities are arranged, which result in 
large kills and furnish excellent sport 
to the 
participants. 
Although 
the 
control of rats is largely an individu­ 
al problem, rat infestation has a ser­ 
ious effect on the whole community, 
and organized effort is highly desir­ 
able. 
A man who allows rats to in­ 
crease on his property until they men­ 
ace the entire neighborhood, or a city 
dump which serves as 
an 
incubator 
for hordes of the pests, become mat­ 
ters of public concern. 
The elimina­ 
tion of rats from a whole community 
can beat be accomplished only by the 
organized effort of all 
the 
citizens. 
Organized anti-rat campaigns are in­ 
creasing in popularity and are becom­ 
ing the regular program not only 
in 
many municipalities and counties, hut 
also in whole States. Such campaigns 
are of great value from economic, ed­ 
ucational, and sanitary 
standpoints.

anti-rat 
campaigns will gladly be given by the 
Biological Survey, U, S. Department 
of Agriculture, in the form of direct

“There is no theory yet advanced 
for th«* hithiing <»f two-suiters, or «»th- 
er type «<f hand, that is 100 per cent 
perfect in all cases. 
No matter what 
convention «»f bidding you may a«iopt. 
there may be another that will pro­ 
duce bett«*r results under special cir- 
ctimstnnci's 
Th«* only thing that any 
writei could or sh«mbl claim for this 
rules or «.«inventions of bid«ling is that 
they will produce th«* best results in 
a majority of han«l>. The nearer this 
percentage approach«** one hundred
